Nazi* Cut Railway 
Nazi troops, however, have cut 
the principal rollway linking central 
and southern Russian armies—the 
trunk line between Moscow’ and Ros­ 
tov—by the capture of Rossosh, a 
communique disclosed. 
Rossosh, a way-station and fac­ 
tory-farm town of 20,000 which lies 
IOO miles south of Voronezh, was 
reported abandoned by Soviet troops 
in favor of new positions after 48 
hours of fierce fighting against tanks 
and motorized infantry.
